The Sproul (Pa.) Murder Case. 
THE SUPPOSED PERPETRATORS IN CUSTODY. 
Our recent Pennsylvania exchanges contain fur- 
ther developments in relation to the cruel murder 
of old Mr. David Sproul, ia Washington county, 
Pa., on the 18th of fast March, the particulars of 
which we published ita former issue. 
Ever since the perpetration of the murder (says 
a late Pittsburg paper) Alderman Strain of this 
city, and his police officers, Hague, Wilmot and 
Brown, bave been working up the case, and it 1s to 
be hoped that it has progressed so far as to bo ulti- 
mately successful. A visit was made to the scene 
of the murder, and every thing that could be found 
out about the appearance ofthe meu, their domes, 
movements, &e., were diligently hunted up. A full 
investigation of the circumstances of the visit of 
the two mena week before, representing themselves 
as cattle dealers ; their movements before and af- 
terthe murder, was also carefully inquired into. 
These searches and inquiries added to the Known 
niovements of certain well-Bnown characters, ¢on- 
vinced the officers of justice that some of the ‘p."o- 
fessionals" of the eity had a hend in the affair, 
Everything being afranged a descent was made on 
that well known resort, tho “Irwin House,” where 
it was expected to capture several who at least had 
some knowledge of the transaction. It resulted in 
the arrest of but one of the men lovked for, Joha 
Bird, and the officers were much chagrined at learn- 
ing that anether, and it is supposed, a principat 
one, had left there but a short time previous, Dur- 
ing yesterday afternven another arrest was made or 
Fifth street, the prisoner Veing one Thomas Whit- 
taker. Both men are now itt jail awaiting further 
developments, and the oflicers are in hot pursuit of 
two others who are known to be in or about town. 
On Monday night while Bird was occupying a cell 
in the lock up, Squire Strain held a conversation

A Norep RUFFIAN SAFELY CAGED—INCREASE OF SOCIAL

Considerable stir has been caused here within the past few 
days, by the exposure of a very complicated state of matrimo- 
“nial affairs in the families of the members of a prominent 
business firm of this city. On Monday, Mrs. Sarah W. R. 
Vinton, the wite of Otis F. Vinton, of the firm of Vinton & 
Brigham, commiasion merchants, threw herself for protection 
into the arms of the Circuit Court. Mrs, Vinton, though of 
middle age, yet preserves an almost youthful freshness and 
beauty of appearance ; she has always, since her residence 
bere, moved in the higher circles of society ; her husband has 
been reputed wealthy. For these reasons society has been 
thrown into a ferment of agitation and sympathy at the dis- 
closures which the aggrieved wife has made. In her bill Mrs. 


Vinton states that she was married in Massachusetts in the 
year 1857to Vinton. Since then she alleges that she has ever 
been true to her vows of love and fidelity. These conjugal qua- 
lities on her part had not been reciprocated by her hushand. 
Ho, for a long time past, has been gradually growing cold 
towards her, until finally he refused to associate with her or to 
furnish her with means of subsistence. Now for the cause of 
all this cruel treatment. Vinton’s partner, Brigham, has a 
wife, who avpears to have exerted an almost undisputed away 
over Vinton, The wronged wife alleges in her bill that her 
husband has been inflnenced in his behavior towards herself 
av Mrs, Jane Brigham ; shesays that he has beea the constant 
companion of Mrs. B., and completely water her ¢ontrol. This 
woman, she alleges, poisoned the mind of her husband against 
her, and so prevailed upon the misguided Otis F. as to induce 
him to keep the exclusive company of the said Jano to such 
anextent as that his true home has been deserted. The uun- 
happy Woman hesought the interference of the Court, alleging 
that Brigham and his wife were conspiring with her husband to 
defraud her of her interest in the $40.009 or $50,000 that her 
husband is worth, She testified that Brizham was enraged in 
trying to close up the affairs of the firm with a fraudulent and 
dishonest purpose, The Court granted Mrs, Vinton a writ 
preventing her busband and his partner from leaving the 
State, and an injunction to hold the property of the firm. A 
suit for divoree has also been instituted. Such is the maze of 
ditticulties surrounding the marrige state in this instance. 
The affair is creating much stir, and there is an abundance of 
scandalous gossip. 


A HEARTLESS DISAPPOINTMENT. 

A most painful affair occurred in this city on Thursday, 
which has plunged into the depths of sorrow and humiliation 
a domestic circle moving in the most respectable society of the 
city. On Thursday afternoon a wedding party gathered in St. 

The bride, accompanied by a 
train of happy bridesmaids decked in the pure white robes of 
the occasion, was there, while the church was filled with her 
friends and relatives, and those of the man she had come there 
te wed. The hour arrived, but no groom. The hour passed, 


fifteen, twenty minutes elapsed, a half hour was consumed in 
waiting and still he came not, The entire party were involved 
in perplexity and wonder. At length the feelings of the bride 
arrived at such aclimax that she sank ina swoon at the altar 
and had to be removed to her home. The party broke up in 
confuden and gloom, It soon became apparent that the man 
she had gone thither to wed, not having the conrage to break 
with her before, had deserted ber at the altar’s steps. The 
name of the young lady is Miss Knowles, a young woman of 
beauty and refinement, and connected with several of the most 
respectable families in the city.

Robberies After the Most Approved Fashion.

One micht suppose from the painful silence which your jour- 
nal has maintained with regard to our city that we had become 
like Cvesar’s wife, pure and faultless and above suspicion. An 
occasional glance at our police calendar, however, and a casual 
perusal of the local departments of the city press, will dissi- 
pate all such ideas in very short order. 

ONE MORE UNFORTUNATE. 
The leading sensation topic of the current week is the death, 
last Monday morning at the St. Nicholas Hotel (formerly Galt 
House,) of Aaron M. Eckes, a well-known and respected citi 
zen, under circumstances that leave no doubt in the minds of 
the commnnity that he committed suicide. Mr. Eckes was a 
horse trader, in partnership with Daniel M. Edwards, and had 
recently sutfered some neavy pecuniary losses, which are sup- 
posed to have preyed upon his mind to some extent ; bat his 
greatest grief was in consequence of his having discovered the 
falsity of the idol of his hosom, a ‘ woman in scarlet,” known 
as Lottie Dens, Upon this woman he had lavished all of his af- 
fections, and by the last act of his life he hae proved that in be- 
stowing his heart upon her he gave her the chief part of his be- 
ing, for he certainly had more beart than brain. The woman 
is notorious alike for her heauty and her cold-blooded cruelty. 
Eckes is said to be the second person who has committed sni-~ 
cide on her account, an_ affair similar to this having occurred 
in New Orleans a number of years ago. Doubtless she feels 
very proud of her position, and regards this latest tragedy 
simply as a little victory, adding another feather to her cap. 
Whilst the coroner’s inquest was in progress, she drove up to 
the undertaker’s office in company with another guadily at- 
tired cyprian, and requested the privilege of looking at the 
corpse. As a post mortem examination was being held just at 
that time, and there was nothing to be seen but a partially 
dissected human being, with a mass of intestines scattered 
around, the modest request was very property denied. 

As I have already stated, Eckes died under. circamstances 
which left no doubt that he committed suicide. As yet, how- 
ever, 1t has not been so decided bythe jury. He alarmed the 
hotel by his groans early Monday morning, a physician came, 
but before assistance could be rendered he was dead. One 
physician states that there were symptoms of poisoning, an- 
other savs there were not—another proof of the adage that doc- 
tors differ. Deceased was a resident of Greenfield, Green 
county, {linois, was respectably connected, and was highly es- 
teemed by all who knew him. “His weaknesses were an inordi- 
nate desire for wine and Women. His melancholy fate is a sad 
warning to young men of like propensities, The stomach of the 
unfortunate man is undergoing an examination by a chemist, 
and in a short time the testimony of that wndividual will be 
made public as to whether deceased did or did not die of 
poison.

BEER JERKERS IN TROUBLE, 

One of the most important features of St. Louis under- 
ground is the pretty waiter-girl system, so long prevalent in 
lager beer saloons. During the last twelve months this sort of 
business has increased ten fold, and in every part of the city 
concert saloons, with lovely female jerkers of the Teutonic bev- 
erage constantly in attendance, have sprung up like magic. 
Indeed, so popular has become this kind of amusement that 
the concert saloons, which are open mostly after nightfall, havo 
bid fair to knock all legitimate pastimes, as well as first-class 
saloons, into the middle of last year. This fact alone, no doubt, 
has caused a great deal of outside influence to be brought to 
bear against the fair hahitues of these r ranches. Anyhow 

about ten days ago a general raid was made by the police, anc 

all the beer-ierkers from the “Star Saloon” on Chesnut 
strect (the largest inthe city,) to the Oak Hall soloon on Wash- 
ington avenue, were incontinently “ pulled.” And ever since 
squads of these women—generally in couples, however—may 
be seen promenading the streets, looking as if they had been to 
the funeral of a poor relation and bad lost their pocket-books 
onthéroad. Asarule these women are too bad to get an hon~ 
est living, too ugly to be pted in the t les consecrated 
to their favorite creed, and too good-hearted to sustain them- 
selves by sheer roguery. Hence they carry beer. About one 
hundred of these were thrown out of emplorimnest by_ the re- 
cent order for the suppression of beer-jerking establishments. 
‘The matter was to he tried in one of our regular courts, and on 
the day appointed the whole army of beer-jerkers made their 
appearance duly arrayed in all the magnificence that their 
purses would allow. Only one case was called which was de- 
siened to be atest of the whole matter. The girls had pro- 
vided themselves thoroughly with lawyers. As women are apt 
to do, they had underrated the requirements of the case, and 
did not have as many lawyers as they might have had. but still 
they bad enough. They had eleven! With such a force but 
one result. could have been expected, and such came to pase. 
The trial of the case was postponed. The girls are free on 
their own recognizances, and the proprietors of the saloons arc 
held ander bail. This morning the papers announce in sundry 
advertisements, the re-opening of every one Of these concert- 
saloons. ‘The pretty waiting girls appear to be taken in as 
partners in the running of the institutions, which is of course 
a dodge to evade the statute touching their cases. Here is one 
of twenty similar advertisements which appeared this morning:

The fair bearers of the 
tempting cup announce that their stockings are well lined, 
and they mean to see the bottom of this matter if it costs them 
every cent they can command. 

HERMAPHRODITE POLICEMEN. 
Much amusement and some good has been wrought by a ru- 
mor which is current throughout the city, that some of our 
“fly-cops” have been making their appearance on Fourth 
street of late, clad in the habilments of the more susceptible 
sex. Their object is expressed in afew words. There is con- 
stantly a stream of losfers on this great thoroughfare, who do 
not scruple, after a certain hour in the evening, to address in 
terms of disgusting fami! arity any and every female who may 
chance to pass. ; must rne in mind that this is a West- 
ern town, and the lines of propricty are not yet so nigidly drawn 
astheyare atthe East.

THEIR ARREST AND CONFESSIONS. 

The numerous cases of embezzlement and defalcation which 
have engaged the attention of the people of this city for a few 
years past, seem to have exercised a very disastrous effect upon 
the youth of our city. The very brilliant fiascos of Ketchum, 
Roes, Jenkins, and other financiers of that stamp, have struck 
the office-boys and clerks in the counting-houses of our bankers 
and merchants as beitig most stupend perat Not alone 
thie, but the apparent clemency of Executive authority in one 
case, and the successful escape of the “speculator” in an- 
other. When the fear of summary and severe punishment 
grows less, the magnitude of such a crime as embezzlement 
becomes less obnoxious to the young mind, and little pilfering 
extends itself into heavy defalcation without suggesting to the 
mind of the young defaulter a scene of rigorous exercise of 
legal authority, in which he stands as a prominent actor. To 
what extent thie examples of the defaniters before mentioned 
have been imitatéd, there arc but few people who know. Many 
of our merchants down town ¢ai show you bools spoiled bv 
false entries, and our detectives can show you their diaries, 
and tales of delinquency of this sort would be unfoldad, scarcely 
‘ible, yet trne. Every cace of embezzlement which affords 
an opportunity for the display of detective ability is not mven 
to the public, but smoothed over, because of certain claims to 
resnectability bv the parties ongaged, or, of regards for feelings 
of homanity. It seemsthat “acquire wealth as rapidly as por- 
ble” has become a°maxim among the rising generation, and 
there is no means left untried wherby money will tlow into the 
coffers of the rising generation of the city. The steady, ar- 
duons, and difficnit. yet slow and sure wav of earning a fortune 
by honest. toil, which was so characteristic of the old _Knicker- 
bockers, is too slow, and has become unfashiorable to the 

would-be Astors, Stewarts, and Belmonts of New York. 

The ambition of these individuals iswery well illustrated in 
the rather remarkable career of two New York, boys, who he- 
trayed the trusts confided to them and ahsconded to 4 forsign 
country, where for a season they enjoyed the wealth they had 
so surrentitionsly obtained, in a manner characteristic of voung 
men of this ilk. Every conceivable mode of pleasure, lascivious 
and otherwise, that the mint of old or voung ever dreamed of. 
were made to contribute to their eee. Bnt thev met 
with misfortunes during a trans-Atinntic visit. This fact ter- 
minated their tour of observation rather soctier than they ha.! 
anticipated, and they returned to this country to puirtake of the 
hard fare and toileome life of a farmer. After the Inxuries in 
which thev had indulged themselves this mode of life did not 
seem to ratisfy thém, and their conscience smote them and 
resigned themselves to atoné for their crime by submitting to 
the penalty provided in such cases, © facts form a very in- 
teresting story, and we give them as they Rave reached ns. 
opening the «torv at the time when the younc fellows appeared 
in public. To give the personrel of the delinquents may, per- 
haps, aid our readers in following these adventurers through 
the checkered fortune they exnerionesd. and also cive them an 
opportinity to draw a mental photograph of how they appeared 
in the different, ro/ce they assumed. : 

Joseph Packard, who anpears td haye been the principal in 
the affair, 1s ¢ young man of about eizhteen vears of age, five 
feet theee inches hich. weight one hnnared and fifteen pounds.

“J.P.” marked on his hand in India ink. His “pal” and 
confederate is a vonng man of about nineteen years of age, 
named Tsaac D. Clarke, five fect six inches hich, weight about. 
one hundred and t#enty pounds, lieht complexion, dark-hrown 
hair, face long and narrow, fidrehead wide, eves blue, evebrows 
heavy, and has pimples on his facé, fill memth and thick lips. 
THE ROBBERY. i 
Some time ago Joseph Packard was employed by Messrs. John 
Monroe & Co., brokers, of No. 8 Wall street, as a messencer. 
His exertioiis in behalf of his employers won for him their 
esteem and confidence. Upon various occasions he was en- 
trusted with quite large sums of money, to place on deposit or 
to convey from one firm to another. . There was no suspicion as 
regards his honesty, no imputation reflecting upon his strict 
intearity was ever made, and the firm felt they had a prize in 
Packard. althonch he filled an unimportant effiee, as compared 
with other positions in the honse. Packard had an aged 
mother residing in Brooklyn, who lavished mvch love upen bim 
and endeavored to teach him how to walk in the business world 
upright ard honest, and not to stoop to or. give wav to the 
manifold temptations placed in his way. But désnite these 
good teachines, Packard proved recreent to his trust and 
abseonded. It was on the 12th dav of December last. a raw, 
cold day, that. the emnlovers of Peckard sent him to the Bank

_of Commerce with cold checks to the amount. of $10,000, which 


he was ordered to vlace in deposit in the name of the firm. 
Prior te this, Packard had made the sequaintance of young 
Clark, The subiecta of heavy defaleations way discussed hy 
them, and a deliberate and rremedtated plan was made hy 
them to rob Packard’s employers whenever afi opportunity 
should present itself. Accordingly, as soon as Packard had 
obtained possession of the $10,000 in gold checks, he ran to his 
friend Clark and made known the fact. A bogus entry was 
made in the bank-book, a rendezvous was anpointed. and 
Packard returned to his office and surrendered the bank-book. 
e firm examined it and found everything anparently correct, 
the book containing an entrv of deposit which had apparently 
heen made by the cashier. The next day the messenger failed 
to anpéar and the firm supposed he was ill. As he did not 
return on the 14th, one of tho parties called at his residence in 
Brooklyn to inauire the causa. Packard’s mother stated that 
the boy had not been at home for two or three days, and she 
did not know anything of bis wh bouts. aspici 
the mind of the emplover and he at once repaired to the bank 
to satisfy him«e'f as to the honesty of the abscon ded messenger. 
Much to his dismay he there learned that the gold checks had 

d deposite’, nor could he Jeari any traces of them. 
Messrs. Monroe & Co. were now fully satisfied as to the honesty 
of Packard. No doubt remained in their minds but that he 
had appropriated the money and escaped. 

DETECTIVES BAFFLED. 
Information of the affair, together with a description of the 
young fellow Packard was at ance sent to Police Headquarters. 
Detectives Vaughn and Nivens were detailed to work up the 
case. They have worked assiduously, sparing neither labor nor 
pains to learn the whereabouts of the fagitives. But thete are 
some cases in which even thé most acute sagacity ofa dectec- 
tive fails, because of the want of jurisdiction. Such was the 
case in this instance, as the sequel will show. The detectives 
Jearned that Packard bad absconded with Clark, and that they 
had fled to Canada. Nivens and Vaughn procnred circulars 
descriptive of the robbery and the thieves, and forwarded them 
to the various large cities of the Union. One of these fell into 
the hands of Chief Lamothe, of-the Montreal Police, and he 
ascertained that the bovs were then in that city ata hotel. He 
at once proceeded to effect their arrest, but made his inquiries 
20 openly that some one in the hotel raw the dangers surround- 
ing the fazitives and so informed them. Both Pockard and 
Clarke engaged a sleigh and drove to the villace of Assumption, 
about. sixty-five miles distant from Montrea), whero they took 
a train for Portland, Me., leaving their trunks for the police, 
who were considerably chagrined at their failure. 
THEIR EUROPEAN TOUR. 

Being without a wardrobe, the adventurers stopped in Port- 
land and purchased a stock of clothing, after which they sailed 
for Liverpool, on board the steamship Hibernia, on the 13th of 
January. On the 25th of the same month they arrived in that 
busy manufacturing city and “put up” at a first-class hotel.

The Tontine Hotel Outrage. 


The readers of the NATIONAL PoLIce GAZETTE will remem- 
ber the fact that, a short time ago, we published an article 
under the heading of “Ruffianly Outrage at the Tontine 
Hotel,” in which facts were set forth to the effect that a young 
woman named Ada Lamb was most viilsinously dealt with by 
three ruffians named William Stripp, William Cunningham, 
and Arthur Price. Stripp. was arrested at the time and com- 
mitted to answer, while Price, who wae one of the porters at the 
hotel, was held to bail to answer, Cunningham made good his 
escape, and the most vigilant exertions of the Police were in- 
sutticient to trace out his w! bouts. The affair assumed a 
very tragic aspect when the matter was disco , and the 
prompt and vigorous exercise of judicial authority on the part 
of Justice Hogan, caused the accused to feel rather dissatified 
and annoyed at. the probable result of their depredations, and 
for this reason Cunningham kept himself secreted. But re- 
cently the affair assumed a more mild character, and Cunning- 
ham, being of the opinion that the victim of the most unnatu- 
ral outrage was likely to survive the attack, surrendered him- 
self to Officer Leacraft, of the Tombs Police Court. He was

New Orzeans, April 6, 1867. 
A very complicated and mysterious will case is 
now before Judge Thomas, of the Second District 
Court. Mr. Hugh McKenna, a wealthy commission 
merchant for aang ere in this city, left for Lon- 
dou in 1861, where he expired in 1864. Before leav- 
ing this city Mr. McKenna made his will, and ap- 
pointed Mesers. Bogert and Avery his testamentary 
executors. Said will was probated in 1864; by this 
will be left his wife, Ellen Frances, then residing in 
Belgium, $25,000, on condition that she would not 
claim any other portion of his property, which ¢on- 
sisted of about ,000 in the State or military dis- 
trict, besides some 15,000 acres of valuable land in 
Texas, as well as large estates in Massachusetts and 
Virginia. 
Last winter Mrs. McKenna arrived here from Eng- 
ijand, and employed Messrs. Bradford, Lee, Finney, 
and Ad. Roazier, four among the best lawyers in the 
city, to attend to her interest. The firat step taken 
was to offer for probate an instrument said to be the 
last will of Mr. McKenna, executed in London, in 
February, 1864, the day before he expired. This last 
will and testament bequeaths tu Mra. Ellen Frances 
McKenna the sum of $100,000, and makes her the 
legatee of ail his other property, real and personal. 
The executor of this will now resists the probation 
of this alleged last will, on the ground that if it was 
ever executed, it was obtained through fraud and 
undue influence. The witnesses to this last will 
are Miss Sophia Scott, the neice of Mrs. McK., and 
Miss Ann Tuterale. Mass Scott produces a note of 
hand given by McK., the day before he died, to the 
amount of £1,000, payable one day after date. This 
note is attested byjMrs. McKenna, but has been kept 
in the dark for nearly three years. It is supposed 
that forgery will be proved against somebody before 
this suit 1s ended, and evidence is being taken in 
London to throw light upon the mystery and sup- 


posed fraud. 
SORAMBLE FOB OFFICE. 

Let times be flush or hard, the river overflowing 
ita banks, threatening the entire country with inun- 
dation (as at present), or let political changes 
occur, and the entire community be excited, tho of- 
tice hunters move on in the even tenor of their way, 
button-holing those in power at every turn. The 
most exciting one just now is the race for United 
States Marshal for this district between Cuthbert 
Bullet, Mr. McKee, and Judge E. H. Durel, of the 
United States District Court.

Let it come thick an 
black as a thunder cloud, and let us know the worst. 
After all, there are hundreds of Creole niggers in this 
city, that would be an improvement to some portion 
of our police force, but the principle is the rule. 
Many of the Creole niggers were rich before the 
war, and owned many slaves. I knew several as 
black as a pot, that owned many slaves before the 
war, and they were the tightest masters a slave 
could have except a Yank; who would get more 
hard work out of his niggers than any other man, 
and would flog them with less mercy than ever a free 
nigger. I have often heard niggers say they would 
rather have anybody for a master than a Yank, for 
they wanted more work done than any other people, 
and would whip them with more severity. Our new 
Mayor wears his official robes with becoming grace, 
and I think will become quite popular, though he 
appears to be afflicted, like Gov. Wells, with veto on 
the brain, 

The great sensation of the day is the mammoth, 
costly steamboat Great Republic, the largest boat 
ever floated upon the bosom of the “father of 
waters.”

Daring Bank Robbery in Alabama, 
Tae Perperrator A National Bank Presipent— 
He DecaMPs WITH THE PLUNDER-—-$160,000 Miss- 
1na—THE Bap RESULTS OF OUTSIDE SPECULATION. 
Sexmy, Ala., April 17, 1867. 

The following, in relation to which I wish to make 
some remarks, appears in the Selma Times cf this 
morning : 

“The great and absorbing topic on our streets 

esterday, was tbe great robbery committed on the 
First National Bank of this city. Not the slightest 
clue to the robber has yet been found, and everything 
is involved in profound mystery. We hope, however, 
that the magniticent reward of $20,000 offered by 
Jchn M. Parkman, Esq., the President, will doubly 
sharpen the keen scent of the detectives throughout 
the United States, and finally lead to the apprehen- 
sion of the daring robber. It was one of the most 
extensive robberies of the age.” 

The robbery referred to was committed on the 15th 
ult., at about 2P.M. The amount taken is said to 
be $160,000, a ‘right smart” pile of the “‘ filthy.” Of 
course, nobody knows who committed the daring 
act, nor do they even suspect any one particularly. 
This money, it seems (so says Mr. Parkman, the 
president of the bank), had been put up-in two pack- 
ages, one of $85,000, and one of $75,000, for the pur- 
poue of being forwarded by express to the U. 8. T 
surer at Washington. This bank is located on the 
corner of Br and Seima streets, there being a 
front entrance on Broad street and a side entrance 
on Selma street. The paying teller’s desk faces the 
front entrance. These packages were lying on a 
table near the side dvor, having, I sa been 
put up for shipment. Mr. Paraman, at the time of 
the robbery, was alone in the bank, and of course, 
the thing was done while he was busy at the pay 
teller’s desk—probably waiting on a cdnfederate o 
the party who took the poy.
